Summary of reasons for decision: 





This DVD set was called in for classification by the Chief Censor under si3(3) of the FVPC Act after 
a member of the public complained about this particular season ‘Un Village Francais’ not being 
available on DVD in New Zealand, as it had not been submitted for classification by the New 
Zealand distributor. The four-disc DVD set is being treated as a single publication for the purpose 
of classification. The DVD set contains the fifth volume or season of the television drama series ‘Fin 
Village Franyais’, which has been running since 2009. The series addresses the time during the Nazi 
occupation of France in World War II. Each season corresponds roughly to a year starting from June 
1940 and ending with Liberation 1945. This season is set in 1944. Given the manner in which this 
season deals with violence and related horror and cruelty, its unrestricted availability is likely to be 
injurious to the public good. The sex is less of a concern. For children, injury lies in the exposure to 
depictions of wartime violence and cruelty, which are likely to disturb and distress them. Teenagers 
and adults are more likely to possess the necessary emotional and intellectual maturity, and analytical 
skills, to understand the historical context of this material. Balancing the identified harms against the 
right to freedom of expression as set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, a restriction on 
the availability of the publication to teenagers and adults is a reasonable limitation on that right.
